When viewed 
through « stereoscope the two pictures appear as one and give the illusion 
af depth of perspective, LOPE readers who own stereoseopes can view the 
rome on Che preceding pages in perspective bey cutting: cart amd mount- 
ing the double plotographe. A sterceoseope is net to be confused, however, 
with a slereoplicon or “mage lantern” which projects a single phote 
fraphic print an glass. 

The forerunner of the modern stereoscope was invented in 1BS0 by 
Olver Wendell Holmes, who called stereographs “a leaf torn from the 
book wf Good's neering angel.”

he first machine ever to create human speech made ite debut on Jae. 4 at the 

| Franklin Institute in Philadelphia. Looking like an oversized typewriter com- 
nected to a loudspeaker (helen), the machine can carry on a conversation in any 
language, sing, vodel or aneeze. Tt is called the Voder. 

Bell Telephone Laboratory scientists developed the Voder, more or leas for 
fun. while working on a larger [and secret) research project, ‘Their machine, 
though worked by electricity, usea the same principles to make words as dors a 
human being, ‘Thus the man (leff), to talk, produces a “hiss” sound by pushing 
air from bis lungs te bis meth aed a “bors” sound bey vibrating his vera! cords, 
By varying the shape of his mouth he transforms buzzes into vowels, and hisses 
into certain consonants. "The Vodler does the same thing, except that instead of 
tinaking sound waves it makes electrical vilrationa which are transformed into 
sound waves in the knidapeaker. 

In the Voder, of which a diagrammatic drawing ia shown below at lett, the buzers 
and hisses are made by two electrical vacuum tubes. These sounds are miced in 
the “throat” of the machioe, pass into ten filters. A nimble-tingered operator is 
the brains of the machine. By punching one or more of ten keys, she controls 
the quantity and quality of the vibrations passing through the filters which take 
the place of the mouth in transforming buzees and hisses inte speech. By dexter. 
ons manipulation of the keys andl vartouws switches the operator runs consonants 


and vowels together, formes electrical words and sentences at normal talking «peed, 

Just as tt takes a baby several years to learn to speak, it takes an operator at 
lenst.o year ond a half te learn to make the Voder talk imtelligihly. Since node of 
the operators is vet perfect, the Voter still has trouble with its “I's.” which 
slur into “w's," and apeaks with an “electrical accent.” The beat operators will

Zanuck makes a hero of U. S.'s greatest outlaw 


he first movie in history with o real story, called The Great Tro Robbery 

(1S), wad inspiced by Jesse Janes. [t ran twelve minutes ond cost #200, 
The latest Jesse James movie i¢ Darryl Zanuck’s Technicolor spectacle which 
rune two hours and costs 81,600,000—10 times as moch as Jesse polsbed in a 
hifetioe. But hke tts eorly predecessor, frase omes makes good drama chiefly 
during its desperate boldups and its furtous horschack pursuits across the plains. 

To film this saga of Acerico's greatest outlaw, Zanuck took over the hamlet 
of Pineville, Mo, in the heart of the Jesse James country, rebuilt its main strect 
to look like Liberty, Mo, in 185. hired moet of its #71 inhabitants for extras, 
photographed its magnificent countryside in color, aod deve two horses off tts 
Oeark cliffs for breathless excitement.

pets about training fliers. They enn't be hurried. Ef they are hurried, 
ay, too many of them get killed. The last mass training of aviators in the 
ui UU, $. occurred during the World War. Flying cadets sometioves got their 
Fa Reserve Military Aviator rating alter less than two oronths actunl flying. 
. By today’s standards the 1917-18 Army training planes—Standards and 
Curtiss IN4-DO's—were rickety crates hut cadets cither bearned to fly 
them or got killed in the attempt, C4 22.00 young men who started 
flying instruction, S07 were killed in training, 2,531 got to France amd 

04 lost their lives in actual combat. 

These photographs show some of the 1917-18 wrecks which littered 
the training fields in Texas. Most of them arc American plones. A few 
are planes flown by oval Canadian Air Foree piles whe were troinedd 
at U. 8. fields sround Port Worth. The carnage oneng Canncdians was 
far worse than among the Armerenans. 

Today, increditde reports of student pilots being killed off by the bun- 
= dreds each month seep out of Europe. At Randalph and Kelly Fields, 
mortalities average one percent or less of each class. The Army takes tts 
time, digmisers half of each entering class. “The ovest common reason for
